There Is 
no possibility of tampering with the 
vote “except that an unscrupulous 
member might work the buttons of 
his absent neighbor. But here, again 
the appearance of the light signal 
would probably deter him.

Ottawa—Hon. J. A: Robb, minister 
of finance, will not organize the Ru- 
ral Credits Board, as provided for in 
the Rural Credits Act passed last ses- 
sion, until at least one province has 
indicated a desire to have the scheme 
put into operation. This was the jn- 
formation made public at the finance 
department, 

The Rural Credits Act states that 
the scheme shall only become efiec- 
tive in any province after that prov 
ince has enacted enabling legislation. 
This provision was inserted In the act 
in order to remove doubts as to the 


to carry out a credit scheme. 

Under the provisions of the act the 
scheme will be self-sustaining and 
there is no reason to believe that in- 
terest rates will be reduced below the 
level now obtaining in Western’ Can- 
Fada. 

For this reason there has been no 
demand as yet from any of the prov- 
‘inces for the introduction of the pro 
posed credit system. Unofficially, the 
department of finance has been in-
